To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Repton  Rural  District  Council, 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENT  LINEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  effective 
way  it  has  carried  out  its  work  during  the  year,  in  spite  of  the  drastic 
population  changes  resulting  from  the  loss  of  Mickleover  in  1968.  This 
smooth  transition  augurs  well  for  the  future  when  even  greater  changes 
may  be  brought  about. 

Statistics 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population  at  mid  1  969  is  reported 
as  being  33,240  This  population  is  contained  within  the  new  Rural 
District  having  an  area  of  64,239  acres.  Thus  for  every  ten  acres  in  the 
District  there  are  approximately  five  persons  Comparing  this  with  the 
year  196?,  when  the  acreage  was  65,654  and  the  population  42,770  giving 
a  density  of  approximately  six  persons  per  ten  acres,  we  see  that  the 
District  has  become  more  truly  rural  In  some  ways  perhaps  this  is  not 
a  bad  thing. 

During  the  year,  there  were  5^6  births  as  compared  with  389  deaths 
in  the  area.  This  gives  a  natural  increase  over  the  year  of  127  people. 
This  is  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Birth  Rate 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  1 6.4  as  compared  with  16.3 
for  England  and  Wales. 


Death  Rate 


The  locally  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  year  was  10.88  which  compares 
with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  was  only  one  death  under  one  year  of  age  during  the  year,  giving 
a  mortality  rate  of  1.93  per  1,000  total  live  births.  This  is  an  excep¬ 
tionally  good  figure.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  month. 


Maternal  Deaths 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year 

Causes  of  Death 


During  the  year  there  were  389  deaths  notified  in  the  area.  According

Some  thoughts  on  the  problems  relating  to  three  of  the  most  common 
causes  of  death  are  appended  on  pages  6-  9  of  this  Report  for  the  benefit 
of  those  Members  particularly  interested  in  this  area  of  public  health. 
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Other  Causes  of  Death 


Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  nine  deaths  during  the  year. 

Three  more  than  in  1968  This  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  us  all  and 
particularly  to  the  Road  Safety  Committee 

All  Other  Accidents  -  There  were  six  deaths  under  this  heading  during 
the  year,  two  more  than  in  1968.  The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Accidents  is  particularly  concerned  with  these  deaths  which  are  predominantly 
home  accidents. 

Suicides  -  There  were  three  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year, 
two  less  than  in  1968,  Although  genetic  factors  play  an  important  role 
in  these  tragedies,  the  stress  of  modern  life  has  alas  an  important  bear¬ 
ing  in  that  it  precipitates  the  illness. 

Finally,  it  is  worth  commenting  that  of  the  389  deaths  which  took 
place  during  the  year,  367  occurred  from  the  age  of  A5  onwards. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

During  1969  there  were  313  cases  of  notifiable  disease  in  the  District. 
Measles  accounted  for  306  of  these  and  considering  that  this  was  an  epidemic 
year  the  numbers  are  low.  In  fact,  a  glance  at  the  graph  on  page  1 6 
will  show  that  it  is  the  lowest  number  of  cases  notified  in  any  epidemic 
year  since  at  least  1959-  No  doubt  the  Measles  vaccine  programme  started 
in  1968  is  beginning  to  show  results. 

Infective  Jaundice  -  Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one 
of  which  was  severe  enough  to  require  admission  to  Hospital.  This  is 
a  virus  disease  spread  by  case  to  case  contact.  These  cases  were  not  due 
to  blood  transfusions  or  the  use  of  hypodermic  needles  which  are  also 
possible  modes  of  transmission.  It  is  important  to  exclude  these  latter 
causes  when  investigating  cases  of  Jaundice. 

Whooping  Cough  -  Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all 
were  mild  in  character 

Tuberculosis  -  Three  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified. 
The  families  concerned  and  contacts  were  followed  up  -fee  so  as  to  prevent 
further  spread  of  the  condition.  The  Chest  Clinic  and  County  Council 
Health  Visitors  are  mainly  concerned  in  this  work.  There  were  two  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Animal  Infections 

Brucellosis  -  An  outbreak  of  this  disease  involving  a  herd  of  forty- 
six  cows  belonging  to  a  farmer  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  District 
occurred  during  July  1969*  Investigation  showed  that  the  majority  of 
the  cattle  were  actively  excreting  the  organism  and  all  the  indications 
were  that  the  herd  was  "riddled"  with  the  disease.  Unfortunately,  as  is 
usual  in  such  cases,  the  infected  cows  were  sold  in  the  open  market  whence 
they  were  transferred  to  various  parts  of  the  county  where  the  cows  would 
spread  the  disease  widely. 

This  sort  of  thing  has  been  a  source  of  frustration  to  Public  Health 
Departments  for  many  years.  However,  now  I  understand  that  legislation 
is  in  train  which  will  prohibit  the  sale  of  known  infected  cattle,  except 
for  slaughter.  This  is  a  worthwhile  piece  of  legislation  and  will  go  far 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  brucellosis  amongst  herds  and  their  human 
handlers . 

Salmonella  -  Two  outbreaks  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  District 
during  the  year  Salmonella  causes  food  poisoning  when  humans  are  infected 
usually  from  farm  animals  These  particular  outbreaks  were  confined  to  a 
few  cattle  and  no  human  infections  resulted. 
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Water-  Supplies 


The  District  has  been  well  served  by  the  Water  Undertakers  during  the 
year.  The  mains  supply  has  continued  very  satisfactorily,  but  a  few  small 
hamlets  deriving  their  water  from  wells  have  had  some  problems.  These 
include  the  Caulkley  Wood  water  supply  which  shows  signs  of  contamination 
occasionally  and  a  rather  high  lead  content  and  the  Ingleby  Wood  water 
supply  which  shows  a  rather  high  nitrate  content.  It  is  hoped  that 
both  these  supplies  will  be  converted  to  mains  in  the  near  future  with 
the  help  of  co-operative  consumers. 


The  Rural  District  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  housing  pro¬ 
gramme  and  this  especially  applies  to  those  bungalows  and  flatlets  specially 
provided  for  the  aged.  This  allows  many  old  people  to  live  out  their 
lives  in  acceptable  independence  where  otherwise  they  might  be  condemned 
to  institutional  care.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  fifty- three  such 
Warden-supervised  bungalows  or  flats  in  the  Repton  Rural  District. 

Departmental  Changes 

Mr.  J  Thompson  was  appointed  Additional  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  10th  March,  lyGy  The  good  wishes  of  all  Members  of  the 
Health  Department  go  with  him  as  he  carries  out  his  duties. 

Obituary 

It  is  with  regret  I  report  the  death  of  Councillor  Waldron  which  took 
place  last  March  ^1363.  Councillor  Waldron  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
health  of  the  community  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  from  May 
1965  to  19b7  when  he  carried  out  his  duties  conscientiously  and  well.  He 
was  kind  to  all  Members  of  the  Staff  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  and  our 
deepest  sympathy  goes  to  his  wife  and  family  in  their  great  loss.

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PROMINENT  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  AND  ALLIED 


HEALTH  PROBLEMS 


A  glance  at  the  graphs  relating  to  some  of  these  diseases  shows  that 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  tends  to  rise  slowly  year  by  year. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease  (coronary)  shows  an  even  more  alarming 
increase  as  a  cause  of  death  over  the  years ,  whilst  pneumonia  occupied 
a  position  in  between. 

The  increasing  importance  of  coronary  disease,  carcinoma  of  the  lung 
and  respiratory  diseases  as  causes  of  death  both  in  this  District  and 
throughout  the  land  is  giving  rise  to  great  concern.  However,  we  are 
not  immortal  and  we  must  die  some  time  of  some  thing.  In  this  context 
these  three  illnesses  are  partly, at  least,  expressions  of  our  mortality. 
Nevertheless  a  great  many  of  these  deaths  occur  under  age  65  and  if  the 
corresponding  diseases  could  be  controlled,  many  of  us  would  live  longer. 

We  must  also  be  aware  of  the  health  problems  involved  in  alcoholism 
and  drugs.  Much  illness  and  many  deaths  are  at  least  partly  attributable 
to  these  causes. 

This  heterogeneous  collection  of  illness  have  not  only  death  and  dis- 
abilitv  in  common,  they  are  also  bound  together  by  another  common  factor. 
This  common  denominator  is  addiction.  In  the  case  of  drugs  and  alcohol 
this  factor  is  obvious,  but  it  is  only  comparatively  recently  that 
respiratory  disease,  coronary  thrombosis  and  cancer  of  the  lung  have  been 
linked  with  addiction,  namely  cigarette  smoking. 

If  this  is  so,  then  surely  it  is  time  to  face  the  problems  and  impli¬ 
cations  of  addiction  squarely.  We  must  come  to  terms  with  this  problem 
or  it  will  be  the  worse  for  our  civilisation. 

Before  exploring  this  matter  further,  I  would  like  to  put  the  record 
straight  Addiction  is  an  emotive  subject  and  one’s  own  status  in  this 
respect  must  surely  prejudice  the  argument.  However,  as  long  as  one's 
interest  has  been  delared  then  the  arguments  alone  must  be  the  final 
arbiter. 

I  would  further  like  to  state  that  the  whole  problem  is  at  the  frontiers 
of  medical  knowledge  and  alas  very  little  is  knowfjabout  it.  If  these 
statements  are  acceptable,  I  will  proceed  with  humility  to  my  argument: 

Addiction  -  What  is  it? 

In  my  view  addiction  is  an  abnormal  appetite  (craving)  of  the  body 
tissues  for  any  substance.  In  this  way  addiction  may  be  divided  into 

that  which  occurs  naturally  and  that  which  is  acquired. 

Natural  Addiction  -  This  is  present  when  one: 

(a)  craves  for  food  as  in  hunger 

(b)  craves  for  drink  as  in  great  thirst 

(c)  craves  for  particular  foods  as  sweets  and  chocolates 

(instant  energy)  in  the  young 

(d)  craves  for  bizarre  items  of  diet  as  in  pregnancy 

(e)  craves  for  unusual  items  of  diet  including  filth,  as  is 

especially  seen  in  disturbed  and  brain  damaged 
children. 
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It  will  "be  seen  that  all  these  forms  of  addiction  subserve  a  life¬ 
saving  function.  They  date  back  to  primaeval  times  when  instinct  rather 
than  knowledge  was  supreme.  For  example,  the  pregnant  woman  subject  to 
a  very  restricted  diet  in  primitive  times  developed  these  abnormal  cravings 
to  widen  her  choice  of  food  and  so  replenish  supplies  of  trace  elements  and 
vitamins  exhausted  by  the  foetus. 

Acquired  Addiction 

From  the  dawn  of  civilisation  drugs  like  cannabis,  heroin  and  L.S.D. 
have  been  accidentally  introduced  to  our  bodies,  whereupon  a  habit  or 
addiction  has  been  acquired.  Later  the  tobacco  leaf,  tea,  coffee  and 
the  barbiturates,  to  name  but  a  few  have  been  added  to  our  list. 

Thus,  addiction  is  not  necessarily  a  sinister  mode.  It  can  be,  and 
is,  life-saving  in  many  cases.  However,  accidental  or  purposely  intro¬ 
duced  addiction  can  be  harmful  or  even  lethal,  and  for  this  reason  it 
would  be  useful  to  understand  its  mechanisms  in  the  human  body. 

What  is  known  about  Acquired  Addiction? 

(1)  Practically  all  substances  can  be  addictive  -  that  is  habit 
forming  in  the  sense  of  the  above  definition  The  difference  is  in 
degree. 

(2)  Usually  a  substance  must  be  introduced  into  the  body  on  several 
occasions  before  addiction  is  formed 

(3)  Once  an  addiction  arises  it  may  be  short-lived  as  is  usually  the 
case  with  peanuts  and  sweets,  or  it  may  be  life-long  as  is  sometimes  the 
case  with  alcohol. 

(4)  The  addiction  may  be  mild  as  with  tea  or  coffee,  or  it  may  be 
catastrophic  as  with  heroin. 

(3)  It  follows  that  will-power  may  control  the  condition  easily,  or 
it  may  be  helpless  against  it. 

The  Mechanism  of  Addiction 


The  following  are  points  of  view  not  substantiated  by  standard  text 
books.  Their  only  merit  is  that  they  ventilate  the  subject. 

As  the  mechanism  of  addiction  was  formed  before  homosapiens  emerged, 
it  seems  probable  that  the  site  of  action  is  in  the  older  part  of  the  brain 
If  we  fo How  an  addictive  substance  on  its  journey  through  the  body  we  will 
probably  find  that  it  ends  in  the  bloodstream  adjacent  to  the  nerve  cells, 
or  their  branches,  as  mentioned  above.  Because  addiction  may  be  permnanent 
this  substance  must  attach  itself  either  to  the  cell  wall  or  its  nucleus. 
There  it  possibly  competes  for  a  place  successfully  with  a  similar  naturally 
occurring  substance  and  displaces  it.  It  now  produces  its  effects  by  inter 
fering  with  the  enzymes  oxidation  systems.  Incidentally,  these  effects 
may  be  therapeutic  or  toxic  and  often  both.  With  repeated  introduction 
of  the  same  substance  more  and  more  of  the  cellular  "brickwork"  is  taken 
over  by  the  substance  and;,  to  some  extent,  more  and  more  will  the  cell 
itself  demand  this  substance  At  last  a  point  is  reached  w here  cellular 
utilisation  and  bloodstream  availability  of  the  substance  are  in  balance 
Should  now  the  substance  be  withdrawn  its  blood  level  will  fall  and  the 
cells  in  question  will  cry  out  for  more  supplies.  This  is  the  point 
where  the  addict  craves  for  a  "fix". 
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It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  atoms  of  alcohol  or  heroin  were "labelled" 
as  with  isotopes  then  experiments  on  animals  might  show  where  these  atomic 
bricks  find  their  home  in  the  nervous  system.  In  this  way  much  might  be 
uncovered  and  the  way  laid  open  for  curative  action. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  process  of  immunity  there  are 
many  similarities,  except  in  this  case  instead  of  nerve  cells,  lymphoid 
cells  are  involved  and  instead  of  craving  there  is  no  conscious  effect, 
only  a  tissue  response  involving  rejection  of  the  antigenic  substance 

Conclusion 

Addiction  is  a  mechanism  of  survival.  We  are  all  addicts.  However, 
if  we  become  addicted  to  certain  substances  especially  for  example  heroin 
or  L.S.D  ,  our  life  may  be  destroyed  quickly.  There  are  numerous  other 
substances  to  which  we  may  become  addicted  some  of  which  may  largely 
improve  the  quality  of  our  lives  and  some  of  which  may  be  lethal,  and 
it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  know  to  which  category  any  substance  may 
belong  because  at  various  times  and  in  different  individuals  they  may 
produce  quite  different  results.  There  is  no  doubt  that  highly  dangerous 
drugs  should  be  controlled  adequately,  and  this,  to  my  mind,  means  not 
only  the  withdrawal  of  the  drug  in  question,  but  ideally  by  its  replace¬ 
ment  with  another  less  harmful  drug  so  that  the  person’s  life  may  continue 
without  too  much  pain  or  stress.  To  tell  an  addict  to  use  his  willpower 
to  control  a  life-long  habit  is  like  asking  him  to  hypnotise  his  own 
cellular  metabolism  and  does  not  make  sense,  Yfhere  withdrawal  means  a 
continued  degredation  in  the  quality  of  life,  then  a  successful  cure  has 
not  been  accomplished.  Commonsense  is  needed  here.  If  the  addiction 
is  mild,  then  willpower  will  be  sufficient  hut ,  if  strong, positive 
medical  help  is  needed  not  just  prohibition. 

To  return  to  the  subject  initiating  this  discussion  namely  cigarette 
smoking,  a  few  words  of  warning  would  not  be  out  of  place.  There  is  a 
strong  feeling  in  America  that  virtual  prohibition  is  the  only  solution 
to  the  smoking  problem.  The  United.  States  of  America  is  not  noted  for 
the  virtue  of  compromise  and  this  prohibitionist  feeling  may  well  harden 
What  happens  in  America  today  may  be  true  of  this  country  tomorrow. 
Additionally,  the  Iron  Curtain  countries  which  govern  largely  by  edict  may 
see  the  same  simple  solution  and  they  will  exert  added  pressures  to 
bring  this  measure  about. 

My  own  view  is  that  except  for  the  hard  core  of  life-long  smokers, 
the  tobacco  habit  is  only  moderately  addictive.  This  means  that  the 
great  majority  of  people  can,  by  an  effort  of  the  will,  stop  or  cut  down 
considerably  their  smoking  habits  and  without  any  lasting  ill-effects 
to  themselves.  This  being  so,  the  widespread  knowledge  of  the  long-term 
effects  of  smoking  with  regard  to  cancer  of  the  lung  will,  in  itself, 
reduce  the  smoking  problem  to  acceptable  proportions  To  force  the 
issue  by  means  of  a  virtual  prohibition  might  channel  many  smokers  into 
highly  dangerous  and  immediate  problems.  These  include  drugs  like 
barbiturates  and  tranquilizers  when  not  intelligently  used,  alcoholism, 
overeating  and  so  on. 

If  half  the  money  spent  in  promoting  a  virtual  prohibition  on  smoking 
were  devoted  to  finding  out  the  precise  mechanism  of  addiction,  a  real 
advance  would  be  made. 

The  causation  of  many  of  these  diseases  is  multifactorial.  Take 
coronary  thrombosis  for  instance.  We  know  there  is  a  strong  heredity 
tendency  and  we  know  that  diet  plays  a  part  and  that  stress  is  a  factor. 
Additionally,  stress  is  associated  with  smoking  so  that  the  cigarette 
habit  could  mask  the  role  of  stress  in  the  statistical  picture. 

This  is  only  one  small  area  requiring  illumination. 
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If,  as  a  medical  man,  I  were  forced  to  choose  between  being  severely 
addicted  to  cigarettes  or  barbiturates,  then  knowing  full  well  the  dangers 
of  the  cigarette  habit,  I  would  choose  cigarettes  every  time! 

If  our  prohibitionist  masters  have  their  way,  then  they  would  be  well 
advised  to  replace  the  cigarette  with  something  else  which  would  sustain 
the  quality  of  our  lives.  Let  them  be  warned  that  if  the  cigarette  habit 
persists  in  spite  of  fearful,  though  realist,  propaganda,  then  it  must  play 
an  important  role  in  the  life  of  our  communities.  Prohibit  it  at  your 
peril  unless  you  can  replace  it  with  something  equally  acceptable  and  not 
as  harmful.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Repton  Rural  District  Council, 

MR,  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


It  is  with  particular  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  Report  on  the 
general  environmental  health  work  as  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19&9*  This  completes 
my  first  full  year  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  it  is  now 
time  to  look  back  and  assess,  record  and  analyse  any  progress  made, 
any  difficulties  encountered  and  any  disappointments. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  Thompson  as  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  charge  of  the  Southern  Parishes  was,  to  me,  a  milestone 
of  some  importance.  He  commenced  duty  on  the  10th  March  and 
immediately  improved  the  volume  and  variety  of  routine  environmental 
work  in  the  section  for  which  he  is  responsible.  The  appointment 
also  made  it  possible  for  a  start  to  be  made  on  the  rural  housing 
survey  which  is  of  such  vital  importance  if  the  work  of  improving 
the  worthwhile  dwellings  and  the  clearance  of  slums  is  to  be 
speeded  up. 

In  this  connection,  the  coming  into  operation  on  the  25th 
August,  19b9  of  the  new  Housing  Act  will,  I  am  sure,  provide  a  tre¬ 
mendous  incentive  during  the  next  two  or  three  years  to  save  many  of 
our  older  dwellings 

G-reat  concern  had  been  expressed  both  locally  and  nationally, 
at  the  number  of  dwellings  which  were  structurally  sound,  but  were 
being  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair  and  decay  because  funds  were 
not  available  to  repair  and  modernise  them.  The  new  Act  should  take 
care  of  this  problem. 

I  will  not  write  here  of  the  different  sections  of  our  work, 
these  will  be  illustrated  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

I  must,  however,  offer  my  sincere  thanks  firstly  to  the  Council 
who  endorsed  their  faith  in  my  work  lay  making  Mr.  Thompson's  appoint¬ 
ment  and  giving  a  promise  of  a  further  review  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  difficult  to  individualise  among  the  Council's  Officers, 
all  are  willing  at  any  time  to  help  or  advise  me  in  matters  which 
have  a  joint  interest.  In  the  Health  Department  work  is  beginning 
to  flow  smoothly  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  my  colleagues,  both  inspectorial  and  clerical.

Two  matters  of  interest  arose  during  the  year,  firstly  was  the 
notification  by  a  neighbouring  Local  Authority  of  two  bovine  animals 
being  totally  condemned  because  of  a  generalised  condition  of  Cysticer- 
cosis.  The  animals  concerned  had  come  from  a  farjn  within  this  District. 
Faecal  samples  were  taken  from  the  farmer's  family  and  workers,  but 
without  any  positive  results. 

The  second  item  of  interest  was  the  unfortunate  accident  to  an 
Inspector  who  sustained  a  slight  abrasion  of  the  skin  on  one  finger. 

The  abrasion  became  infected  with  sheep  "Orf"  resulting  in  a  very 
painful  condition  affecting  the  whole  arm. 

The  general  condition  of  the  slaughterhouses  remains  satisfactory, 
the  one  wholesale  premise  undertaking  a  large  scale  improvement  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  reported  by  the  South  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  were  repeated  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory . 

The  twenty-nine  samples  taken  from  sources  other  than  the  Statutory 
Water  Boards  represented  six  dwellings. 

Of  the  seventeen  unsatisfactory  samples,  twelve  were  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  five  were  corresponding  chemical  analyses,. 

Of  the  twelve,  six  samples  were  from  an  isolated  farmhouse,  the 
subject  of  improvement  work  under  the  1 969  Housing  Act,  A  drip  feed 
chlorinator  was  installed  and  after  initial  troubles,  gave  satisfac¬ 
tory  results. 

A  further  three  samples  came  from  a  private  supply  to  a  small 
hamlet  which  it  is  hoped  to  connect  to  a  Water  Board  main  in  the  not 
too  distant  future. 

Of  the  remaining  three,  one  has  since  been  connected  to  a  mains 
supply,  one  cottage  is  earmarked  for  demolition  and  the  third  case  again 
was  an  isolated  cottage  with  a  limited  life.

The  number  of  dwellings  improved  with  financial  help  from  Improve¬ 
ment  Grant  schemes  showed  a  slight  increase  over  last  year. 

Supervision  of  works  of  improvement,  together  with  initial  visits 
for  the  approval  and  preparation  of  schemes  involved  your  Inspectors  in 
a  total  of  1 ,255  visits. 

Once  again  advantage  was  taken  of  the  ''Extended”  Standard  Grant 
Scheme  to  provide  bathrooms  where  space  was  limited,  or  drainage 
facilities  where  sewers  ?/ere  not  available. 

Comparison  with  previous  years  regarding  costs  are  illustrated 
in  the  accompanying  Table,  the  only  reduction  being  in  the  19&9  column 
for  Standard  Grants.  The  overall  average  for  both  types  of  grant  is 
substantially  higher. 

The  impact  of  the  new  legislation  will  be  felt  during  the  Spring 
and  Summer  of  1970* 

Bearing  in  mind  the  new  ceiling  of  Grants,  £1 ,000  in  the  case  of 
Discretionary  schemes, £450  for  the  "Extended”  Standard  Scheme,  the 
tendency  for  the  average  cost  to  increase  is  bound  to  accelerate 
sharply  in  the  coming  period.

Standards  of  amenity  and  general  environmental  conditions  had 
deteriorated  on  the  one  privately  owned  site  resulting  in  some  ill¬ 
ness  among  the  families  occupying  the  site. 

Urgent  measures  to  improve  cleanliness  of  the  toilet  Hocks 
and  to  discontinue  an  overflow  from  a  cesspool  serving  the  lower 
end  of  the  site  helped  to  clear  up  the  illness. 

Other  works  are  in  hand  to  raise  the  general  level  of  amenity 
on  the  site. 

In  addition,  there  are  fourteen  site  licences  in  respect  of 
individual  caravans.  No  troubles  were  experienced  on  these  sites. 


CABAVAN  SITES  ACT,  1 968 

The  parking  of  caravans  occupied  by  gypsies,  tinkers  and  other 
itinerants  on  private  land  and  on  the  grass  verges  of  County  roads 
has  become  a  very  serious  problem. 

The  people  concerned  make  this  much  worse  by  dumping  vast 
quantities  of  filth  and  rubbish  over  the  whole  of  the  area  occupied 
in  a  very  short  space  of  time. 

It  is  virtually  impossible  to  identify  offenders.  Moving  these 
people  on,  only  creates  the  same  problems  on  a  further  site.  The  only 
possible  answer  is  the  provision  of  Local  Authority  owned  and  controlled 
sites . 

I  realise  that  control  will  be  very  difficult,  but  I  feel  that 
if  these  people  can  be  settled  on  sites  sufficiently  long  enough  to-* 
enable  their  children  to  be  properly  educated,  then  numbers  will  begin 
tc  fall  as  the  children  search  for  a  better  standard  of  living. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


Control  of  rats,  mice  and  other  pests  continues  to  he  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  the  Council’s  full-time  Pests  Officer. 

Regular  visits  to  the  Council's  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  contri¬ 
buted  in  no  small  measure  to  keeping  these  premises  virtually  rodent  free. 

Annual  sewer  test  treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  early  Autumn 
in  twenty-one  Parishes.  As  shown  in  the  accompanying  Table,  only  five 
points  were  infested.  This  is  the  second  successive  year  to  indicate 
a  decline  in  the  sewer  rat  population.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


As  from  the  1st  January,  1969  the  existing  monitoring  gauges  sited 
at  Stenson  Fields  Farm,  Stenson,  were  resited  within  the  Council’s  own 
property  at  Findern.  In  addition,  four  new  gauges,  both  Standard 
Deposit  and  Lead  Peroxide  candles  were  brought  into  operation  on  the 
same  date  to  ensure  a  better  record  of  the  fall-out  from  the  two 
Power  Stations. 

There  were  three  above-average  readings  for  solid  deposit  during 
the  year,  two  affecting  the  new  site  at  Findern.  On  both  occasions 
the  prevailing  wind  during  the  month  had  been  in  the  quarter  N.W.  to 
N.E.  and  would  indicate  pollution  from  the  Derby  area. 

The  third  high  reading  was  at  the  new  site  at  Walton-Trent . 

A.gain  a  predominantly  N.W,  to  N.E  wind  prevailed  and  the  pollution 
could  not  be  accounted  for 

A  feature  of  1 969  was  that  the  prevailing  wind  was  not  the  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  S.W.  variety.  For  long  periods  over  several  months 
during  the  year,  the  wind  came  from  the  quarter  N.W.  to  N.E.

A  breakdown  of  these  figures  into  soluble  and  insoluble  deposits 
is  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  graph.  The  figures  compare  favour¬ 
ably  with  records  over  the  last  few  years  for  the  two  original  Stations. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  numerous  complaints  were  received 
concerning  the  emission  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  a  factory  recovering 
scrap  metals,  chiefly  aluminium.  As  the  factory  concerned  was 
registered  under  the  A.lkali  Works  Registration  Act,  1906,  full  con¬ 
sultations  took  place  with  the  Alkali  Inspector  and  joint  inspections 
carried  out.  Certain  aspects  under  Town  and  Country  Planning  were 
involved  and  this  problem  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 

FOR  YEAR  ENDED  31  ST  DECEMBER,  1 969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Repton  Rural  District  Council, 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  19&9,  as  follows :- 

(1 )  Refuse  Collection 

Due  to  problems  associated  with  refuse  disposal  it  has,  at  times 
been  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  the  weekly  collection.  However 
a  satisfactory  level  of  collection  has  been  achieved  and  very  few  com 
plaints  have  been  received. 

Duiung  the  year  an  extra  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  properties 
have  added  to  the  work  whilst,  due  to  the  increased  use  of  plastic 
sacks,  the  labour  force  has  been  reduced  by  one  man. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  will  be  recalled  that  strikes 
affected  various  parts  of  the  country.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
your  own  employees  were  not  affected. 

( 2)  Plastic  Sacks 

At  the  start  of  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  accept  the  trial 
schemes  in  the  Parishes  of  Hartshome  and  Woodville  as  a  permanency 
and  to  gradually  convert  the  whole  area  to  the  use  of  plastic  sacks 
for  refuse  storage. 

As  a  consequence  the  Parishes  of  Malton-on-Trent ,  Coton-in-the- 
Elms,  Rosliston,  Hatton,  Egginton  and  Bretby  turned  to  the  use  of 
plastic  sacks  during  the  year 

All  properties  affected  by  the  non-collection  during  the 
Christmas  holidays  were  issued  with  sacks. 

(3)  Special  Collections 

The  free  service  for  special  collections  of  unwanted  household 
items  was  again  brought  to  the  notice  of  all  residents.  This  ser¬ 
vice  is  given  on  a  liberal  basis  and  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  visits 
were  made  during  the  year. 

It  is  felt  that  the  problems  of  litter  being  dumped  have 
minimised  to  a  degree,  but  in  place  of  the  odd  item  in  a  hedgerow 
we  are  now  increasingly  having  to  deal  with  vehicle  loads  of  rubbish 
being  left  by  caravan  dwellers.  Costs  for  this  sort  of  clean  up 
frequently  exceed  £50.  Os.  Od.  and  there  seems  no  doubt  that  the 
problems  of  these  people  are  aggravated  by  their  own  actions. 

(4)  Litter  Bins 


Large  capacity  litter  bins  have  been  provided  throughout  the 
District 
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Civic  Amenities  Act 


During  the  year  three  "runners"  and  seven  "wrecks"  of  cars  were 
removed  "by  the  Council  and  a  further  fourteen  were  removed  by  the 
owners  after  informal  action. 

Prosecutions  were  made  in  two  cases.  One  person  was  found 
guilty  and  fined  £5.  Os.  Od.  plus  costs,  whilst  the  second  case  was 
dismissed. 

( 6)  Refuse  Disposal 

In  June  a  problem  was  encountered  at  the  Willington  Hill  tip. 

The  owners  complained  of  a  foul  smell  from  the  tip  and  although  this 
was  certainly  true  it  was  known  that  offensive  smells  were  emanating 
from  other  sources  in  the  area.  It  was  by  no  means  certain  that  the 
smell  from  the  tip  was  caused  by  refuse,  as  other  people  also  had  use 
of  the  tip. 

On  the  advice  of  Consultant  Chemists  the  tip  was  chemically 
treated  and  this  solved  the  problem.  The  cosis  of  this  work  were 
half  met  by  a  donation  from  another  user  of  the  tip. 

Hov/ever,  the  use  of  the  tip  was  terminated  by  the  owners  in 

July. 

Refuse  from  the  Northern  area  had  then  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
other  end  of  the  District,  to  the  tip  at  Cauldwell.  As  the  new 
tip  was  as  convenient  for  the  Southern  Parishes  as  the  Moira  tip 
it  was  decided  to  put  the  refuse  from  the  whole  area  into  the  one 
tip  at  Cauldwell. 

Due  to  the  length  of  haul  it  was  necessary  to  use  the  only  spare 
vehicle  for  a  relief  changeover  and  to  accept  a  certain  amount  of 
overtime  working  As  a  result  over  nine  hundred  hours  of  overtime 
were  worked  at  a  cost  of  £500.  Os.  Od.  Vehicle  maintenance  was  a 
matter  of  repair  rather  than  preventative  work  because  of  the  lack 
of  the  spare  vehicle. 

Enquiries  were  made  as  to  possible  tip  sites  at  Findern,  Egginton, 
Stenson  and  Bretby,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  still  had  not  been 
possible  to  secure  a  site.  The  sole  tip  at  Cauldwell  then  having 
an  expected  life  of  about  six  months. 

(7)  Proposed  Incineration  Plant 

In  May  your  representatives  visited  the  continuous  incinerator 
plant  at  Middleton. 

Discussion  regarding  your  own  proposals  have  continued,  including 
a  visit  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  but  no  actual 
progress  has  been  made. 

(8)  Pail  Emptying 

The  number  of  pails  emptied  each  week  continues  to  show  a  steady 
reduction. 

( 9)  Cesspool  Emptying 

This  service  has  operated  quite  satisfactorily,  the  only  diffi¬ 
culty  being  a  seasonal  problem  in  disposing  of  the  contents. 
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Vehicles 


(10) 

As  previously  mentioned,  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  has  been 
an  increased  problem  due  to  not  having  a  spare  vehicle.  Your  staff 
have  generally  managed  to  "keep  the  wheels  turning"  but  there  have 
been  times  when  there  was  a  real  danger  of  the  collection  service 
coming  to  a  halt. 

The  use  of  plastic  sacks  for  refuse  storage  requires  that  the 
feed  of  refuse  into  the  vehicle  body  should  be  positive  and  a 
demonstration  of  such  a  type  of  vehicle  was  most  impressive. 

One  of  the  existing  tip  bulldozers  was  taken  out  of  service 
and  replaced  by  a  tracked  loading  shovel.  In  addition  to  tip 
duties,  this  machine  has  been  used  to  excavate  lagoons  at  Linton 
South  sewage  works  and  to  excavate  for  the  Repton  Car  Park. 

( 1 1 )  Repton  Depot 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  started  on  the  construction  of 
two  houses  at  the  Repton  Depot.  This  will  remove  the  danger  of 
vandalism  at,  what  was,  a  very  isolated  site. 

(1 2)  Labour 

There  has  been  little  problem  of  staffing.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  was  one  vacancy  which  was  filled  within  a  week  or 
two.  Four  men  left  during  the  year,  but  only  three  replacements 
were  made  due  to  the  progression  of  the  sack  scheme  of  refuse 
storage. 

To  minimise  disruptions  due  to  shortage  of  labour  it  was  found 
necessary  for  the  men  to  take  holidays  on  a  rota  basis  spread  over 
the  whole  year. 

Drivers  of  heavy  goods  vehicles  are  now  required  to  hold  a 
special  driving  licence  and  it  has  been  decided  to  meet  the  costs 
of  these  licences  and  the  associated  medical  examinations.

(1  )  SEWAC-E  DISPOSA-L 

Parish  of  Burnaston 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  alter  the  access  to  the 
proposed  pumping  station,  and  the  County  Surveyor's  approval  to  this 
alteration  is  awaited*  When  this  is  to  hand  it  is  hoped  to  go  out 
to  tender  by  the  Spring  and  to  commence  work  on  the  contract  during 
the  summer. 

Parish  of  Foston  and  Scropton 

Sewerage  Scheme  :  Watery  Lane 

This  scheme  was  completed,  house  connections  made,  and  the  works 
commissioned  early  in  May. 

Parish  of  Findern

This  scheme  was  completed  and  house  connections  made  in  June. 

Parish  of  Rosliston

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

It  was  decided  to  test  the  soil  on  the  pumping  station  site  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  boreholes  to  be  taken  out  The 
results  of  these  tests  are  expected  in  January  and  it  is  hoped  that 
tenders  will  be  received  by  the  Spring  and  that  work  will  commence 
shortly  afterwards. 

Parish  of  Lullington 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Shortage  of  staff  delayed  progress  sLightly,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  documents  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  early  in  the 
New  Year. 

Parish  of  Overseal 

Sewerage  Scheme  :  Acresford  Road 

A  scheme  for  sewering  the  ten  properties  on  Acresford  Road  and 
pumping  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  prepared  and  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  during  the  year. 

Parish  of  Smisby 
Sewerage  :  Annswell  Place 

Alternative  schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  properties  in  Anns¬ 
well  Lane  and  Ashby  Road  from  the  Boundary  to  Annswell  were  considered 
as  follows

It  was  decided  to  go  ahead 
with  scheme  (b)  and  it  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be  made  with  the 
preparation  of  this  scheme  during  the  year. 

Parish  of  Sutton-on-the-Hill 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Due  to  difficulties  in  acquiring  the  land  for  the  pumping  station 
site  from  the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  little  progress  has  been  made 
with  this  scheme.  Agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  the  County 
Council,  and  a  planning  application  has  been  forwarded  to  the  County 
Planning  Department.  It  is  anticipated  that  permission  will  be 
forthcoming  shortly,  following  which  the  scheme  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Parishes  of  Drakelow  and  Walton-on-Trent 
Grass  Plots 


Due  to  staff  shortages,  little  progress  has  been  made  on  these 
schemes..  However,  it  is  hoped  that  tenders  will  be  invited  for 
Drakelow  in  the  Spring 

Parish  of  Linton 
Irrigation  Area 

V/ork  on  the  new  lagoon  has  progressed  well,  the  Cleansing 
Department  having  allowed  the  use  of  the  F.L.6  Fiat  Loading  shovel. 
However,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  on  the  Linton  tip,  this  machine 
was  required  there,  and  consequently  work  was  temporarily  at  a 
standstill.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  carried  on 
using  my  Department's  tractor  and  lorry,  and  will  be  completed 
during  the  Spring. 

Parish  of  Willington 

Irrigation  Area 

The  first  phase  of  this  scheme,  namely  lagooning,  levelling  and 
seeding  the  area,  together  with  the  necessary  channelling  and  pipework 
was  completed  and  commissioned  in  March.  Since  the  irrigation  area 
was  brought  into  use  the  Trent  River  Authority  has  taken  a  number  of 
samples  of  the  final  effluent  for  analysis ,  and  these  have  been 
consistently  good. 

Work  on  the  second  phase  (a  duplicate  of  the  first)  was  held 
up  because  of  the  urgency  of  the  scheme  at  Linton,  but  it  is  expected 
that  a  start  will  be  made  on  this  at  the  completion  of  the  Linton 
lagoon.

Parish  of  Overseal 

Lullington  Road  and  Hallcroft  Avenue 

Work  on  the  re-sewering  of  these  two  streets  was  completed, 
house  connections  made,  and  the  sewers  “brought  into  use  in 
September 

The  National  Coal  Board  agreed  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the  cost. 

(3)  PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 
Licensing  of  Storage  Installations 

The  application  of  the  new  Home  Office  Code  resulted  in  a 
complete  revision  of  Licence  conditions,  and  the  most  important  was 
the  inauguration  of  a  system  of  annual  inspections  of  the  electrical 
installations  and  production  of  test  certificates  by  the  licensee . 
The  regular  inspection  of  premises  has  been  maintained  and  the 
standard  throughout  the  District  is  satisfactory . 

Two  requests  for  the  installation  of  self-service  facilities, 
one  attended,  and  the  other  unattended,  have  been  received  and,  in 
both  cases,  the  premises  were  found  to  be  suitable  for  this  type  of 
operation.  Progress  in  this  field  by  equipment  manufacturers  is 
going  ahead  quickly,  and  more  advanced  forms  of  petroleum  spirit 
dispensers  are  likely  to  be  offered  in  the  near  future. 

One  station  in  the  Birmingham  area  is  equipped  with  overhead 
hoses,  there  being  no  pumps  in  the  forecourt.  This  type  of  equip¬ 
ment  is  useful  in  small  sites  with  limited  forecourts  and  from  an 
inspection  made  at  the  invitation  of  the  B.P.  Oil  Company  the 
equipment  appeared  to  be  satisfactory.  Pressure  from  the  trade 
for  this  type  of  facility  is  likely  to  grow  within  the  next  few 
years .
